Meteorological.—Mr. E. Merriam, a gentle­ 
man who is widely known os the 44 New York 
meteorologist,*’ in a communication to the Jour 
nal of Commerce, makes mention of the follow 
tog feds, which will perhaps prove new to some 
of our readers: 
A thunder storm pursues its own path inde­ 
pendent of the wind, and travels the same path 
often, and again and again, os the records of the

ral Berkeley recently made the following ioter- 
citing statements in the House of Commons 
concerning the prosecution of the war with 
Russia. • They were in reply to some statement* 
of Lord Dudley Stuart: 


Admiral Berkeley said he could assure the 


.noble lord that the government were as anxious 
to send out gunboat!! as he coul J be, but the mat 
ter was not so easy a one ns t'le noble lor< 
seemed to think. The noble lord had been 
pleased to say thnt if 20 of these vessels were 
sent out to the Baltic, Cronstadt would be sue 
cessfully bombarded. Now he had a letter from 
the gallant officer who conducted operations in 
.the Baltic; and as he had served with that off! 
ccr, he could state positively that no possible 
.attempt would be omitted which held out ihe 
promise of getting at the enemy. [Hear, hear;" 
Sir Charles Napier said that "it was not in hi: 
power to do anything with the powerful flee 
whjeh he had—and he need not tell the House 
iliat when! the gallant admiral penned them, 
words'he was chafing like a lion in hia den, bu 
that to attack Cronstadt or Svcnborg wonld be

day. He said that after two days' inspection o 
ithe forts and the ships, he found that the ford 
ncations were far too substantial to make anj 
impression upon, and that it would be useless 
to direct the fire of the ships against such mas 
ses of granite, and that,"as to the ships," thej 
were so placed that it was impossible to get a 
them. [Hear, hear.] He would trouble tin

northern servility to the south upon supposec 
reasons of self-interest, are myriad-headed.— 
From the time when a New York mercantile 
house was able to excite animadversion by the 
affirmation that " they sold their goods and riot 
their ' principles,'" such was the circle of base- 
ness that surrounded their independence to the 
last hotel-puff of arrivals from the south—no' 
going beyond, this period—we can find examples, 
prominent and comprehensive, of northern ser- 
vility enough to make a. sensitive soul ashamed 
that it ever knew being. A fresh evidence o 
this servility has now come to our knowledge. 
It seems that the stock of the Jeffersonville anc 
Indianapolis railroad is chiefly held in Louisville, 
Ky., though the road is in Indiana, a free state, 
so-called. The direction being thus controled 
in a slave state, has established a rule that eve- 
ry colored person traveling thereby, shall prove 
himself free! Papers are not sufficient, no mat- 
ter how well authenticated, but a passport is re- 
quired from some well-known resident of Jeffer- 
sonvillc, before any black can travel by the 
road! By means of this rule, submitted to in 
a free state with a degree of servility not ex- 
ceeded by a slave outright, we are informed that 
freenien of color have been seized, taken to 
Kentucky, imprisoned and whipped, until their 
freedom could be proved. In the practice o! 
this rule, the railroad in question stands alone. 
It has no peer in the other loads, except so far 
as the whole state is responsible. If Indiana 
wishes to have a reputation as a civilized state 
she will bring the slave-driving directors of tlia' 
road to their senses, and insist upon the right o: 
every man to travel by it unquestioned, until 
legally apprehended for crime or misdemeanor. 
So far as she admits such slave direction in her 
affairs she adds one more impediment to the en- 
franchisement of the free states, all of which are 
sunk to the level of lacqueys and overseers by 
the infamous fugitive slave bill.—JV" Y. Tri 
bunc.

logical and kindred observations, upon the con- 
tinent and upon the ocean, at every point of the 
compass, and have the accurate means of mea- 
suring the velocity with which heat and cold 
travel over the surface. 


In December, 1851, the cold came north from 


Tennessee, independent of wind, and in April, 
1854, the heat came from the northwest, inde- 
pendent of, wind. Our observations made- in 
Tennessee, and Canada, and at points interme- 
diate, determine this.

The direction being thus controlcd 
in a slave state, has established a rule that eve- 
ry colored person traveling thereby, shall prove 
himself free t Papers arc not sufficient, no mat- 
ter how well authenticated, but a passport is re- 
quired from some well-known resident of Jefier- 
sonvillu, before any black can travel by tho 
road! By means of this rule, submitted to in 
a free state with a degree of servility not ex- 
ceeded by a slave outright, we are informed that 
freemen of color have been seized, taken to 
Kentucky, imprisoned and whipped, until their 
freedom could be proved. In the practice of 
this rule, tho tailroad in question Btunds alone. 
It has no peer in tho other loads, except so far 
tw the whole state is responsible. 
If Indiana 


wishes to have n reputation as n civilized state 
she will bring tho slave-driving directors of that 
road to their sensed, and insist upon the right of 
every man to travel by it unquestioned, until 
legally apprehended for crime or misdemeanor. 
So fur as she admits such sluvo direction in her 
affairs she adds one more impediment to the en- 
franchisement of the free elates, all of which arc 
sunk to the level of lacqueys and overseers by 
the infamous fugitive falavc bill.—JV. 3". Tri- 
bune.

man who is widely known as the " New York 
meteorologist," in n communication to the Jour- 
nal of Commerce, makes mention of the follow- 
ing facts, which will perlmps prove new to some 
of our readers:

The extract below describes one of the thous- 


and individual " victories" that go to make up 
a national one. It is from a letter from a Brit- 
ish seaman, now serving under Napier describ- 
ing a skirmish : 


" Every man on. board volunteered, 'so the 


captain picked a crew, and I was sent ashore 
with the marines. There were regular troops 
on the bank who fired on us we as palled to land, 
but the broadside of the - -, what with the 
shell and what with the smoke, covered our 
landing. We dispersed at a few hundred yards 
distant from the beach to keep the coast clear 
while the boat's crew made prizes with the gnns. 
The enemy bad the advantage of the wood, and 
also knowing the country well, and a troop of 
them showed an advance. We were ordered to 
fire. I took steady aim and fired on my man at 
about sixty yards. He fell like a stone. At the 
same time a broadside from the - went in 
among the trees, and the enemy disappeared we 
could scarce tell how. I felt as though I must 
go up to see him whether he was dead or alive. 
He lay quite still, and I was more afraid of him 
lying so than when he stood facing me a few 
minutes before. It's n strange feeling to come 
over you all at once that you have killed a man. 
He had unbuttoned his jacket, and was.preasiii" 
his hand over the front of his chest where the 
wound was. He breathed hard, and the blood 
poured from the wound and also from his mouth 
every breath he took. His face was as white 
as death, and his eyes looked so big and bright 
as he turned them and stared at me — I shall 
never forget it 
He was a fine young fellow, not 


more than five and twenty. I went down on 
my knees beside him. and my breast was so full 
as if my heart would burst. He had a real 
Englitk face and did not look like an enemy. 
What I felt I never can tell, but if my life would 
have saved his I believe I should have given it. 


I laid his head on my knee, and he grasped 


hold of my hand and tried to speak, but his 
voice was gone. I could not tell a word he said, 
and every tune he tried to speak the blood pour- 
out ro, that I knew it would soon be over. I 
am not ashamed to say that I was worse than he, 
for he never shed a tear and I eoukl'nt help it. 
His eyes were closing when a gun was fired from 
the - to order us aboard, and that aroused 
him. 
He pointed to the beach, where the boat 


was just pushing off with the guns which we 
had taken, and vhere our marines were waitino- 
toman the second boat, and then he pointed to 
the wood where the enemy was concealed — 
poor fellow, he little thought that I haJ shot 
him down. I was wondering how I could leave 
him to die and no one near him when he had 
something like a convulsion for a moment and 
then his lace rolled over, and without a sigh he 
-was gone. I trust the Almighty has received 
"his soul. I lafd his head gently down on the 
jrrags and left him. It seemed so strange when 
I looked at him for the last time ; I somehow 
thought of everything I had heard about the 
Tmrks and the Russians and the rest of them; 
but all that seemed so far off and the dead man 
BO near.

ral Berkeley recently made the following inter- 
esting statements in the House of Commons, 
concerning the prosecution of the war with 
Ftussia. They were in reply to some statements 
of Lord Dudley Stuart: 


Admiral Berkeley said he could assure the 


noble lord that the government were as anxious 
to send.'out gunboats as he could be, but the mat- 
;er was not so easy a one as t'.ie noble lord 
seemed to think.

pleased to say that if 20 of these vessels were 
sent out to the Baltic, Cronstadt would be suc- 
cessfully bombarded.

SLAVERY IN INDIANA.—The phenomena of 


northern servility to the south upon supposed 
reasons of self-interest, are myriad-bended.— 
From the time when a New York mercantile 
bouse was able to excite animadversion by the 
affirmation that " they sold their goods and not 
their ' principles,'" such was the circle of base- 
ness that surrounded their independence to the 
last hotel-puff of arrivals from the south—not 
going beyond this period—we can find examples, 
prominent and comprehensive, of northern ser- 
vility enough to make a sensitive soul ashnmsd 
that it ever knew being. 
A fresh evidence of 


this servility has now come to our knowledge. 
It seems that the stock of the Jeffersonville and 
Indianapolis rnilrojid is chiefly held in Louisville, 
Ky., though the road is in Indiana, a free state, 
so-called. The direction being thus controlcd 
in a slave state, has established :i rule that eve- 
ry colored-person traveling thereby, shall prove 
. himself free ! Papers are not sufficient, no mat- 
ter how well authenticated, but a passport is rc- 
.quired from some well-known resident of Jefter- 
sonville, before any black can travel by the 
road I 
By means of this rule, submitted to in 


..a free state with a degree of servility not ex- 
ceeded by a slave outright, we are informed that 
freemen of color have been seized, taken to 
Kentucky, imprisoned and whipped, until their 
freedom could be proved. In the practice of 
this rule, the railroad in question stands alone. 
It has no peer in the other roads, except so far 
as the whole state is responsible. 
If Indiana 


wishes to have a reputation as a civilized state 
she .will bring the slave-driving directors of that 
road to their senses, and insist upon the right of 
every man to travel by it unquestioned, until 
legally apprehended for crime or misdemeanor. 
So far as she admits such slave direction in her 
affairs she adds one more impediment to the en- 
franchisement of the free states, all of which are 
sunk to the level of lacqueys and overseers by 
the infamous fugitive slave bill.—AT. Y, Tri- 
bune. . 


MKTKOROLOGICAL.—Mr. E. Merriam, a gentle- 


man who is widely known as the " New' York 
meteorologist," in a communication to the"Jour- 
nal of Commerce, makes mention of the follow- 
ing facts, which will perhaps prove new to some 
of our readers: 


A thunder storm pursues its own 'path inde- 


pendent of the wind, and travels the same path 
often, and again, and again, as the records of the 
death of persons killed by lightning, and objects 
struck by lightning,.bear witness. 


For many years, we bave, by the aid of asso- 


ciate observers, made thermcmetrical, meteoro- 
logical and kindred observations, upon the con- 
tinent and upon the ocean, at everypoint of the 
compass, and have-the. accurate means of. mea- 
suring the velocity with which heat and cold 
travel over the surface.- - 


In. December, 1851, thii cold came north from 


Tennessee, independent of wind, and in April, 
1854, the. heat came from' the northwest, inde- 
pendent of'wind.

BOMBS PLENTY,. CASH WANTING.—We learn, 


by a dispatch from.Washington, -which we pub- 
lish among our telegraphic news this morning, 
that the administration, have refused to pay a 
small sum of money for which their late embas- 
sador to Central America made himself and-the 
government responsible at San Juan. Our rea- 
ders will remember that after that- eminent di- 
plomatist had accomplished his successive labors 
of abetting if not instigating the killing of An- 
tonio, repelling the officers 'who came "to arrest 
the actual homicide, assuring the citizens of 
San Juan that they were the " oft'scouring of 
hell," receiving a boltlc on the side of his nose, 
which glanced off without injury, sondiiig Fa- 
bens for volunteers to burn the town, aud final- 
ly rowing.across in peace to Point Arenas, he 
enlisted a sptsial guard to defend llib'premises 
of the Transit company at .$100 a-mouth wages, 
and $50 bounty per .man, after which he came 
to Washington and got the government to send 
and destroy the . town. Meanwhile, however, 
this guard was left thereon pay, and..though 
Borland had pledged his embassadoriar.re'spon- 
sibility that they should hare their" nipney:,.!t.b.e 
pledge would not meet their board .'Mil's, not- 
even supply thorn with the drinks, whose, ab- 
sorption at the bars of San Juau relieved and 
varied the stern severity of their military duties. 
Under these circumstances'there was .nothing 
to do but borrow, and accordingly Mr. .Faben.s, 
the commercial agent, applied~-to '-Mr;: S. S. 
Wood an American citizen residing iheu; as a 
merchant, for a loan on account of the land of 
the free and the home of the brave. Mr. Wood, 
probably because he was a democrat anff a great 
admirer of General Pierce, agreed, and'hnnded 
over 81000 in gold, in exchange for which he 
received Mr. Faben's draft on the government 
at Washington. 
It now seems, that this draft 


fell due .on last Monday,'aud was protested.— 
Messrs. Pierce and Marcy are ready to fight, 
but when it comes to paying, they repudiate. 
They can attack and destroy defenceless towns 
in compliance with the desires of Mr. Borland 
and Mr. Fabens, but they can't return a thou- 
sand dollars which those functionaries have bor- 
rowed for the public service from a too confid- 
ing third party.

road! By means of this rule, submitted to in 
a free state with a degree of servility not ex- 
ceeded by a slave outright, we are informed that 
freemen of color have been seized, taken to 
Kentucky, imprisoned and whipped, until their 
freedom could be proved. In the practice of 
this rule, tho tailroad in question Btunds alone. 
It has no peer in tho other loads, except so far 
tw the whole state is responsible. 
If Indiana 


wishes to have n reputation as n civilized state 
she will bring tho slave-driving directors of that 
road to their sensed, and insist upon the right of 
every man to travel by it unquestioned, until 
legally apprehended for crime or misdemeanor. 
So fur as she admits such sluvo direction in her 
affairs she adds one more impediment to the en- 
franchisement of the free elates, all of which arc 
sunk to the level of lacqueys and overseers by 
the infamous fugitive falavc bill.—JV.

but the broadside of the

distant from the beach to keep the coast clear 
while the boat's crew made prizes with the gmis. 
The enemy had the advantage of the wood, and 
also knowing the country well, and a troop of 
them showed an advance. We were ordered to 
fire. I took steady aim and fired on my man at 
about sixty yards. 
He fell like a stone.- At the 


same time a broadside from 'the 
went in 


among the trees, and the enemy disappeared we 
could scarce tell how, 
I felt as though I must 


go up to see him whether he was dead or alive. 
He lay quite still, and I was more afraid of him 
lying so than when he stood facing me a few 
minutes before. It's a strange feeling to come 
over you all at once that you have killed a man. 
He had unbuttoned his jacket, and was pressing 
his.hand over the front of his chest where the 
wound was. 
He breathed hard, and the blood 


poured from the wound and also from his mouth 
every breath he took. 
His face was as white 


as death, and his eyes looked so big and bright 
as he turned them and stared at me—I shall 
never forget it. 
He was a fine young follow, not 


more than five and twenty. 
I went down on 


ray. knees beside him, and my breast was so full 
as if my heart would burst. 
He had a real 


English face and cKd not look like an- enemy, 
What I felt I never can tell, but if my life would 
have saved his I believe I should have given it. 


I laid his head on my knee, and he grasped 


hold of my hand and tried to speak, but his 
voice was gone. I could not tell a word he said, 
and every time he tried to speak the blood pour- 
out so, that I knew it would soon be over. 
I 


am not ashamed to say that I was worse than he, 
for he never ehed a tear and I could'nt help it. 
His eyes were closing when a gun was-fired from 
the 
to order us aboard, and that aroused 


him. 
He pointed to the beach, where the boat 


was just pushing off with the guns which we 
had taken, and where our marines were waiting 
to man the second boat, and then he pointed to 
the wood where, the enemy was concealed- 
poor fellow, he little thought that I had shot 
him down. I was wondering how I could leave 
him to die and no one near him when he had 
something like a convulsion for a moment an d 
then his face rolled over, and without a sigh he 
was gone. I trust the Almighty has received 
his soul. I laid his head gently down on the 
grass and left him. '. It seemed .so strange when 
I looked at him for the last time ; I somehow 
thought of everything I had heard about the 
Turks and the Russians and the rest of them ; 
but all that seemed so far off and the dead man 
so near.

I took steady aim and fired on my man at 
about sixty yards. He fell like a stone. At the 
same time a broadside from the

among the tree*, and tho enemy disappeared we 
could scarce tell how. I felt ns though I must 
go up to seo him whether ho was dead or alive. 
Ilo lay quite still, and I was moro afraid of him 
lying so than when he stood facing mo a few 
minutes before. It's n strange feeling to come 
over you all at once that you have killed n man. 
Ho had unbuttoned hU jacket, and was pressing 
hia hand over the front of his chest where the 
•wound was. He breathed hard, and the.blood 
poured from the wound and ako from his mouth 
every breath ho took. lib face was aa white 
ns death, nnd his eyes looked so big and bright 
as ho turned them and stared at me—I shall 
never forget it. He was a fino young fellow, not 
Tiioro than five and twenty. I went down on 
my kncca beside htm. and my breast was so full 
ns if my heart would burst. Jfe had a real 
Jfnffliah 
face and <&/ not look like an enemy. 


What I felt I never can tell, but if my life would 
have saved his I believe I should have given it. 


I laid his head on my knee, and he grasped 


hold of my hand nnd tried to speak, but his 
voice woa gone. I could not tell n word he said, 
nnd every time he tried to speak tho blood pour- 
out FO, that I knew it would goon be over. I 
am not ashamed to say that I was worse than he, 
for ho never shed a tear and I could'nt help it. 
Ilia eyes were closing when a gun was fired from 
tho 
to order ns aboard, and that aroused 


him. He pointed to the beach, whcra tho boat 
was just pushing off with tho guns'which we 
had taken, nnd where our marines were watting 
to man tho second boat, nnd then he pointed to 
tho wood where tho enemy was concealed— 
poor fellow, he little thought that I had shot 
him down. I was wondering how I could leave 
him to dio and no one near him when lie had 
something like n convulsion for 'a moment and 
then his face rolled over, and without n sigh ho 
nvadgone. I trust the Almighty Ima received 
Ilia soul. •! laid his head gently down on tho 
£rass nnd left him. It seemed so atrango when 
I looked at him for tho last time; I somehow 
thought of everything I had heard about tho 
Turks and tho Russians and the rest of them; 
but all that seemed so fur off and the dead man 
so near.

and individual " victories" that go to nrnko up 
a national ono. It is from a letter from a Brit- 
ish seaman, now serving under Napier describ- 
ing a skirmish: 
" Every man on board volunteered,' so the 


captain picked a crew, and I was sent ashore 
with tho marines. There were regular troops 
on tho bank who fired on us we as pulled to land, 
but tho broadside of tho

landing. 
Wo dispersed at a few hundred yards 


distant from tho bench to keep the coast clear 
while the boat's crew made prizes with the guns. 
Tho enemy had tho advantage of the wood, and 
also knowing the country well, and a troop of 
them showed an advance. Wo were ordered to 
fire. I took steady aim and fired on my man at 
about sixty yards. He fell like a stone. At the 
same time a broadside from the 
went in 


among the tree*, and tho enemy disappeared we 
could scarce tell how. I felt ns though I must 
go up to seo him whether ho was dead or alive. 
Ilo lay quite still, and I was moro afraid of him 
lying so than when he stood facing mo a few 
minutes before. It's n strange feeling to come 
over you all at once that you have killed n man. 
Ho had unbuttoned hU jacket, and was pressing 
hia hand over the front of his chest where the 
•wound was. He breathed hard, and the.blood 
poured from the wound and ako from his mouth 
every breath ho took. lib face was aa white 
ns death, nnd his eyes looked so big and bright 
as ho turned them and stared at me—I shall 
never forget it. He was a fino young fellow, not 
Tiioro than five and twenty. I went down on 
my kncca beside htm. and my breast was so full 
ns if my heart would burst. Jfe had a real 
Jfnffliah 
face and <&/ not look like an enemy. 


What I felt I never can tell, but if my life would 
have saved his I believe I should have given it. 


I laid his head on my knee, and he grasped 


hold of my hand nnd tried to speak, but his 
voice woa gone. I could not tell n word he said, 
nnd every time he tried to speak tho blood pour- 
out FO, that I knew it would goon be over. I 
am not ashamed to say that I was worse than he, 
for ho never shed a tear and I could'nt help it. 
Ilia eyes were closing when a gun was fired from 
tho 
to order ns aboard, and that aroused 


him. He pointed to the beach, whcra tho boat 
was just pushing off with tho guns'which we 
had taken, nnd where our marines were watting 
to man tho second boat, nnd then he pointed to 
tho wood where tho enemy was concealed— 
poor fellow, he little thought that I had shot 
him down. I was wondering how I could leave 
him to dio and no one near him when lie had 
something like n convulsion for 'a moment and 
then his face rolled over, and without n sigh ho 
nvadgone. I trust the Almighty Ima received 
Ilia soul. •! laid his head gently down on tho 
£rass nnd left him. It seemed so atrango when 
I looked at him for tho last time; I somehow 
thought of everything I had heard about tho 
Turks and tho Russians and the rest of them; 
but all that seemed so fur off and the dead man 
so near.

Now be had a letter from 
the gallant ollicer who conducted operations in 
the Baltic; and as be had served with that offi- 
cer, he could state positively that no possible 
attempt would be omitted which held out the 
promi.-m of getting at the enemy. [Hear, hear.] 
Sir Charles Napier suit! that it was not in hid 
power to tlo anything with the poweiful Hoot 
which be had—and he need not tell the House 
that when the gnllunt admirnl penned these 
words he was chafing like a lion in his den, but 
that to uttack Croiutadt or Svcaborg would bo 
certain destruction. [Hear.] And what calti 
Admiral Chads tin- most scientific otHcer in nil 
that related to nuvnl gunncrry of the present 
da}'.

ness that surrounded their independence to the 
last hotel-putr of arrivals from the south—not 
going beyond this period—we can find examples, 
prominent and comprehensive, of northern ser- 
vility enough to make n sensitive soul ashamed 
that it ever knew being. 
A fresh evidence of 


this servility has now como to our knowledge 
It seems that the stock of the Jcflfersonvillc and 
Indianapolis railroad is chiefly held in Louisville, 
Ky., though the road is in Indiana, a free state, 
so-called. The direction being thus controled 
in a slave state, has established a rule that eve- 
ry colored person traveling thereby, shall prove 
himself free ! Papers are not sufficient, no mat- 
ter how well authenticated, but a passport is re- 
quired from some well-known resident of JeiTer- 
stmville, before any black can travel by tho 
road! By menus of this rule, submitted to in 
a free state with a degree of servility not ex- 
ceeded by a slave outright, we are informed that 
freemen of color have been seized, taken to 
Kentucky, imprisoned and whipped, until their 
freedom could be proved. In the practice of 
this rule, the inilroad in question mauds alone. 
It lias no peer in the other loads, except so far 
us the whole state is responsible. 
If Indiana 


wishes to have a reputation as n civilized state 
she will bring the slave-driving directors of time, 
road to their senses, and insist upon the right oT 
every man to travel by it unquestioned, until 
legally apprehended for crime or misdemeanor. 
So far as she admits such slave direction in her 
nflkirs she adds one more impediment to the en- 
franchisement of the free Htates, all of which are 
sunk to the level of lacqueys and overseers bv 
the infamous fugitive slave bill.—A". 3". Tri- 
bune. 


METKOROUKSICAL.—Mr. E. Merriam, n gentle- 


man who is widely known ns the "New York 
meteorologist," in a communication to the Jour- 
nal of Commerce, makes mention of this follow- 
ing facto, which will perhaps prove new to some 
of our readers: 


A thunder storm pursues its own path inde- 


pendent of the wind, and travels the name path 
often, and again and again, as the records of the 
death of persons killed by lightning, and objects 
struck by lightning, bear witness. 


For many years, we have, by the aid of asso- 


ciate observers, made thcrmpmctricul, meteoro- 
logical and kindred observations, upon the con- 
tinent and upon the ocenu, at every point of the 
compos?, and have the accurate means of mea- 
suring tho velocity with which heat and cold 
travel over the surface. 


In December, 1861, tho cold came north from 


Tennessee, independent of wind, nnd in April, 
1834, the heat came from tho northwest, inde- 
pendent of. wind. Our observations made in 
Tennessee, and Canada, and at points interme- 
diate, determine this. 


What fulls from a cloud, whether hail ornnow, 


or rain, in the quantity and temperature, affect, 
to a greater or leas extent, the temperature of 
the air through which the descent is niadc. 


If a current of wind was turned downward, 


from a point iwcnty. thousand feet above, our 
li'caQs,'it would bring" with it a winter's atmos- 
phere in summer.

over you all at once that you have killed a man. 
Ho had unbuttoned his jacket, and was pressing 
his hand orcr the front of his chest where the 
•n omul WHS. 
He breathed hard, nnd the blood 


poured from the wound and also from his mouth 
every breath 1m took. 
His face was as white 


iw death, ami his eyes lookod so big and bright 
as ho turned them and stared nt me—I Hhall 
never forget it. 
He was a fine young follow, not 


more than five and twenty. 
I went down on 


my knees beside him. and my breast was so full 
as if inv heart would burst. 
Jfe 
had a real 


Jtnglith face and »&/ not look like tin enemy. 
What I felt I never can tell, but if my life would 
Imvc caved his I believe I should have given it. 


I laid his head on my knee, and he grasped 


hold of my hand nnd tried to speak, but his 
voice was gone. 
I could not tell a word he said, 


and every time he tried to speak tho blood pour- 
out to, that I knew it would goon bo over. 
I 


am not ashamed to «iy that I was worse than he, 
for he never ehcd a tear and I could'nt help it. 
His eyes were closing when a gun was fired from 
tho 
to order us aboard, and that aroused 


him. 
He pointed to the beach, when; tho boat 


was just pushing off with tho guns which we 
had taken, and T,-hcre our marines were watting 
to man the second boat, and then he pointed to 
the wood where tho enemy was concealed— 
poor fellow, he little thought that I bnvl shot 
him down. 
I was wondering how I could leave 


him to die and no one near him when he had 
something like a convulsion for a moment and 
then his face rolled over, nnd without a sigh he 
nvas gone. 
I trust the Almighty has received 


Ills soul. 
I laid his head gently down on the 


.grass and left him. 
It seemed so strange when 


I looked at him for tho lust time ; I somehow 
thought of everything I had heard about the 
Turks and tho Russians and the rest of them ;
